Applicants must elect a species from A and B below: 

A. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of immuno-modulating agents: cytokine (claims 6, 7), interleukin (claims 8, 
9, 10, 16, 25), or interferon (claims 11,12). The species are independent or distinct 
because each immuno-modulating agent is structurally and functionally distinct. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 24 are generic. 



B. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of diseases: abnormal angiogenesis (claim 1), restenosis (claim 4), benign 
tumor (claim 4, 13), cancer (claim 4, 14), hematological disorder (claim 4, 15), or 
atherosclerosis (claim 4). The species are independent or distinct because each 
disease comprise cell types that have different etiolologies, different structures, and 
different functions, all of which distinguish them as different tissues that would require 
different reagents and method steps to treat. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 24 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.

Broadly, unity of invention exists where compounds included within a Markush group (1) 
share a common utility, and (2) share a substantial structural feature essential to that 
utility.
